HISTORIANS HEAR 
PAPERS ON FRENCH 
ARMY AND SOCIETY 



Revival In These Branches Since 
1870 Discussed. 



DIFFERENCE OF SYSTEM 



Officers Must Now Show Ability 
To Gain Promotion In the 
Army. 



Eric Parsons, a former member of 
Si lence 17. one or the best forward 
players ai McGill last winter, is slat- 
ed to play for the Arena Seven in 
Boston, according to n despatch, dur- 
ing the next lew weeks. 



A very enjoyable and profitable 
evening was spent at Dr, Colby's resi- 
dence by the members of the Histori- 
cal Club, when two very interesting 
papers were icad. The subject, of d.d- 
cusslon was the revival in the Fre.icu 
army and society which has liken 
place since the war or 187o. 

After the minutes had been read by 
the secretary, K. DeWitl Scott, Dr. 
Colby called upon B. B, Claxton for 
his paper on the "Revival of the A.my 
In France." He ihen began by su u- 
Ing that at the time of the Franco* 
Prussian war, the French army wis a 
purely social affair. Commissions and 
commands were obtained through lu- 
flucnco and birth, On account of tin*, 
one cannot wonder at the Inefficiency 
and unpreparedness of the French 1'»' 
war. Their commissariat and intelli- 
gence departments were not able u> 
cope in any way with ihe emergenc e^ 
or war time. Their commissariat di - 
partmenl would be able at the end of 
three months to supply enough mater- 
ials and munitions for the greater part 
or their army, but could do nothing ir 
time were or any importance. 

The people al this time were in no- 
wise prepared for a war. The social 
brotherhood was against any T«n;-, ami 
the general love or luxury on the part 
of all helped lo prevent people from 
entering upon a siege of privations. 
About this time compulsory training 
was instituted, to counteract in BOmc 
way the blood and iron policy of Bis- 
marck, the German statesman, This 
compulsory training Byslem has been 
varied several limes up to the present 
day, and changes have been brought 
ahottt by i lie general reelings of the 
limes, the desire lor preparedness or 
fear or war. France at this time made 
many changes In her war department. 
Officers, rrom being chosen through 
political Influence; were chosen ac- 
cording to professional ability, Red 
tape disappeared lo some extent from 
the War Office, and French officers 
soon became experts and authorities 
on military tactics and strategy. 

For a time the army grew unpopu- 
lar |n France, until the Germr.ij pol- 
Icj and the growth or ihe Gorman 
army compelled, 'lie French to lake 
steps to perfect their war machine. 

Inventions of all kinds about 190Ô, 
both military and industrial, soon 
brought the French army to its proper 
place in Europe, The new processes 
in gunpowder and in gun-making pro- 
duced Ihe now famous high explosives, 
this ,75, and the quick-firing guns. 
Fiance also started upon a conquest, 
of the air. and from then on has pro- 
gressed along aerial lines, till she Is 
next to Britain in her supremacy of 
the air. 

After ihe fanions Dreyfus case, 
Fiance was cleared of ihe majority of 
Inefficient and traitorous oflcers. Ap- 
pointments were not made any longer 
through the inlucncc of pot I tics or 
money, but through efficiency, 

Since the present war officers have 
been In power, this has been still more 
the case, their system calling rorth 
both efficiency and abilltj in all orti- 
cers and men. 

Comparison has been made between 
the various tests necessary for a 
French recruit and those or various 
other countries, ami ihe French has 
been more severe and more efficient 
than all others. As an example of thi.- 
! the French recruit has to march seven 
I miles per hour in n 42-mife march be. 
fore being accepted as I t ied and exper- 
ienced. 

Revival in French Society. 

The second paper or the evening 

was an exceptional!) well-prepared 
one by A. Terroux. who dwelt upon 
the "Revival in French Society." mosl 
especially on the last ten to f iftrrn 
years. In this period French society 
has changed most noticeably alons 
economic, social and intellectual lines. 
To lie exact, this revival in French so- 
ciety of ten years ago might br more 
l ightly called a renaissance. There is 
a constant tendency lo reduce the 
number of administrative panic- from 
six \n two— the Socialists and the Na- 
tionalists. Fraternity leads to equal- 
ity, and fiom thence to liberty. By 
1910 a new France had arisen, due lo 
the national writers, among whom arc 
V. Rousseau and others. This new 
note was patriotism, which wrought a 
WOttderful change among the French 
people As a result of her alliance with 
Russia rnr trad' purposes - al Hie 
time of which Russia benefited 
France la now reaping the benefits 
uf hci paît or the bat gain. Président 
Fa Uteres is responsible for the "En- 
teute Cordiale," contracted with Btit- 
^ConUaiicd on Tagc l.|

To such a one, indeed, it seems so 
absurd that no one could possibly take it seriously; but there 
are a great many people who have not the slightest idea of the 
daily life of the college boy, and to such a one, a picture of 
the type mentioned above, leaves a very bad impression. Many 
college boys spend more money than they should, but this film 
paints the picture ten times blacker than the most extreme 
case. It created a good deal of laughter among the college stu- 
dents when it was presented at a theatre downtown a few days 
ago, for they did not take it seriously, bat these felhws were 
forgetting rhat there arc Jhotttmnda of people who will *e» tin: 
picture who cannot take it in that light; it is a psychological 
fact that, when a man's mind Is a blank upon any subject, the 
first thing that comes along makes an impression, likely a last- 
ing one. The average layman, when he has any impres- 
sion of the modern college boy at all, usually has a bad one. 
Such pictures, though they may not be intended for anything 
but fun. do much to deepen the evil impression. 

We hear much about the devil in a mask and the evil he 
docs. There is just one devil in the world that can go one better, 
that is the devil with a good heart and good intentions — yes, 
that is what we .^aid, a good heart and good intentions, and he 
is the worst devil <>r the whole lot, because people have a way 
of absolutely refusing to see the wrong he is doing. Just such 
a devil is the picture film, the cartoon, or the short story that 
conveys the wrong impression, while bent upon fun. There is 
no doubt but that the false opinion of the college boy. which has 
been created through these mediums, has prevented many a boy 
from getting a college education. Nothing can be done to sup- 
press them, but people should be watchful lest they arc "taken 
in" by them.

Tb< conditions here have changed 
somewhat in the past two weeks ow- 
ing to the retirement ot the Allied 
forces from Serbia and Bulgaria, and 
tbc assumlnig of other new posts in 
this district. The re-arrangement of 
the troops has considerably altered 
the view from our encampment, ind 
although we can still see a good many 
ot them iu our vicinity, we tire also 
able to make out the French p iauioiit. 
i.i the bills almost better than ihose of 
•Jic bullish, who have swung' off In nu 
other direction from that originally 
occupied. 

Are Still in Crowded tfiinrtm. 

Tbe building operations of our huts, 
which had commenced shortly after 
December lu. proceeded very slowly, 
I and had, in fact, only progressed b» 
Car us lo have the oui line of ihe hu* 
positions marked out by shallow 
trenches in the ground and 30 or 
10 loads of stone for foundation pur- 
poses depo.-dlcd on our grounds. Then 
suddenly came the change in the gen- 
eral liiiiish position, and coincident 
with this the orders ror the cessation 
of all building operations here. Ever 
since our arrival we have been living 
in an atmosphere of uncertainty, each 
day bringing a fresh rumor as to our 
ultimate disposition, and the impres- 
sion has been given that rroui day to 
day we might look for a change in our 
site, in consequence we are still oc- 
cupying the more or less crowded con- 
fines in which we pitched our first 
encampment in order to conform to 
the plan outlined by the engineers" 
department, and unless something of a 
definite nature develops soon it looks 
I as though we would continue to oc- 
I cupy our present situation for the im- 
mediate future at any rate. 

The real needs of the hospital from 
the surgical point of view have scarce- 
ly developed as yet uwing to the lack 
of any active fighting having taken 
place, save the Tew casualties result- 
ing In the reiirement from Serbia 
Our supply of dressings, etc.. taken 
with us from Canada is far froth be- 
ing exhausted, and with the ndditiouaJ 
consignment which you have, advised 
me is on the way, we should v ,v,i !i 
supplied for a considerable time :o 
come. The bulk of our work is, as be- 
fore mentioned, medical in character, 
and I think the total number ot op;-- 
atioiu done in tbe hospital to date is 
something like 130. W'e have had a 
good many serious injuries to handle, 
usually ihe results of falls from 
horses, motor accidents and gun»hot 
wounds. Scarcely a day passes in 
which one or other of our surgeons 
does not. have to spend a considerable 
time in trying lo reconstruct some 
poor beggar who ha.-, been all smashed 
up in one or other of these ways. The 
Advanced Depots of Medical Stores 
have a fair amount of most of the ma- 
jterlals that we need in carrying on 
our work, bul there are some items 
'which might be supplemented from 
home if you could obtain them for 
; us. I believe that our supply of un- 
prepared catgut is getting fairly tow. 
and although we have been promised 
a fresh supply. I think it would be 
Wise to have some reserve on hand for 
emergency purposes. I know of no 
one who is in a better position to get 
this than yourself, and Colonel Prim- 
rose has just told me that he thinks 
you should send about Sooo worth ff 
No. 1 and No. 2, principally the laitcr 
fizc. Novocains is also a very IcAfCS

uot had the foresight lo purchase some 
turkeys ubout three weeks before 
Christmas and herd them in an enclos, 
me belli ml our lines, we would have 
been absolutely without any fowl for 
the day. The price of a turkey went 
up to 90 and lOû drachma per bird the 
day before Christina?, and although 
perhaps that was an exceptional price, 
T met a good many men w ho had I>a id 
from 50 to 00 drachma for their 
Christmas turkey, t.\s you know, five 
drachma equal roughly our II.) About 
our Christmas here, 1 can i uni the 
whole or our celebration up by saying 
that it was u decided success in every 
way. 1 had procured all the available 
material for decorating the wards, and 
although it wns not very much, still 
the ingenuity of the men enabled thein 
to supplement it very largely hy the 
use of all ihe colored hits of paper 
lhey could find, most of this coining 
from the wrappings or dressings, par- 
cels, etc. Their originality In creating 
designs from this material, supple* 
mcnicd hy the free use of cloverl.v 
executed moiios, gavç a very bright 
and cheery appearance iu their itceur- 
athe schemes, oui lining words and 
•figurer, of all kinds on Ihe tcut wall 
by little pieces of thi^ material adher- 
ing to suspended blankets or to the 
tent walls themselves. In almost 
every ease the Inscriptions were an 
eulogy of Canada or No. i Canadian 
General Hospital, a great many of 
them having words of praise for tho 
officers and nursing sisters in charje 
of the various sériions. 

Each man received a parcel contuin- 
ng a number or articles Fitch as would 
be useful to Tojnmy under the present 
circumstances, such as handkerchiefs, 
mufflers, socks, shaving material of 
all kinds, soap, looth brush, razor, 
gloves or mittens, cigarettes, tobacco, 
pipe, chocolate, snd tbe usual nuis, 
raisins and oranges thrown In for good 
measure. Of course we had to be a 
little guarded a^ lo the cases receiv- 
ing all these extras, but the men were 
very good about carrying out our In* 
structions, and as a result we bad very 
few instances in which any patient 
showed ill effects as a result of the 
liberties he look w ith his stomach on 
Christmas Pay. Some of the dummy 
soldiers made by the patients around 
the wards were particularly ingenious. 
Liy arranging a series of pulleys they 
were able to make them salute and go 
through a few simple movements of 
that kind whenever an officer ap- 
proached their wards, much to their 
own and the bystanders' amusemcnl. 

About noon a burlesque lacrosse 
match was put on by the officers of 
,ibe unit, a Hill report of which, I hope, 
will, be sent to you at a later date. 
The men also had an ahhrcviaUjt'too't- 
IkiII match shortly after dinner. • In 
the evening the N. C. 0.*s and'men 
gave a concert in their moss tent, 
which was attended by everyone.

Miss Oram, 
has been running a sllgl.'. tempera- 
ture. 9!).2 or 3, and feeling a bit miser, 
able for the last few days, but *c hav<. 
kept her off duly, and the physicians 
are not at all worried over her condi- 
tion, .md have informed me that she 
w ill be about again in a few days. Im- 
mediately following the cold snap of 
three taeka ago, tevrral of the nui;.es 
were off duty for a few daya, suffering 
from chilblains.

partment opened here so far, and 
these men have tried to carry on for 
ill the British troops in this district.

SPOUT KÏ WAR TIME 



London, Eng — J. H. Thomas, M.P., 
recently spoke at a meeting of London 
and Essex Association football ref- 
erees on sport in war time. Mr. 
Thomas was many years ago a mem- 
ber of the famous Newport Rugby fif- 
teen. He defined sportsmen as men 
who indulged in games for benefit and 
development, who saw in sport a way 
to the culture of self-reliance, inde- 1 
pendence, and, above everything else, 
fair play. It was necessary in th«se 
days, ho thought, to keep sport of! 
some sort going. Nothing was so cal- 1 
eulated to dishearten people as to go 
about with long faces or sit still ana 
ibandon all recreation. The sports- 
men of their country of every kind had 
nothing to be ashamed of in the part 
they had played and wero playing iu 
:his war. And when the history of 
the war came to be written, it would 
se told how the great sporting in- 
stincts of the rate bad no small share 
Jf the success that was ultimately in 
store for tbem. All the splendid spirit 
sf fair play engendered by spoii. oui 
been manifested on the battlefields of 
France and Flanders; it was thegr.ind 
spirit of fairness and justice and cliiv 
llry that was now out against bully- 
ism.

Lcwiston, Me. — The first issue of[ 
the college weekly, the Bates Student,, 
has appeared in newspaper form in- 
stead of the magazine form which bad 
been used.

Tbe Temps docs not know what to 
make of tbe idea which has so su«- 
denly germinated for the formation of 
a Commission composed of members 
of the French Chamber and the Bri- 
tish House of Commons. It is in- 
formed from London that M. Frank- 
lin-Bouillon, a French Deputy, has in- 
itiated the formation of this Commis- 
sion by conferring with a certain 
number of British members of Parlia- 
ment at Westminster, and that the 
latter have approved of his scheme. 
On the other band, at the editorial of- 
fice of the Temps, i^ received a letter 
from Sir Edward Cornwall, member 
of Parliament, dated from the House 
of Commons, outlining a scheme for 
"imparting to the entente cordiale a 
maximum of usefulness." It provides 
for the meeting together of five mem- 
bers of each Parliament, with secre- 
taries appointed by the respective 
Governments, to consider tbe scheme 
and express their opinion a3 to the 
best means of realizing it. One of 
the subjects which this committee is 
specially to consider is tbe mcdeis, of 
developing French and British com- 
merce in every part of the world, and 
of fighting tbe German methods for 
undermining legitimate competition. 
These commercial considerations ap- 
pear to the TempB worthy of all the 
consideration that can be given them. 
Does Sir Edwin Cornwall, it asks, aim 
at forming an economic union be- 
tween tbe Allies which would counter- 
balance the one which the Central 
Empires arc constituting? Above all. 
and this is where the confusion lies, 
are the schemes of Sir Edwin Corn- 
wall and M. Franklin-Bouillon iden- 
tical, or are they distinct from each 
other? The question is a natural one, 
since Sir Edwin Cornwall's name ap- 
pears on the list of members of the 
Interparliamentary Council which M. 
Bouillon is organizing. Unless, how- 
ever, tbe further explanations which 
the Temps demands throw a quite dif- 
ferent light on the nature of M. 
Bouillon's scheme, the support of that 
paper will not be given to it. There is 
no need, it says, to strengthen the 
bonds of the entente. Clearer ideas 
and a more concerted plan of action 
is what is needed between the Allies, 
and that, it points out, is solely the 
work of the Governments, for they 
alone are In touch with sources of in- 
formation, and tbey alone can come 
to immediate decisions. To facilitate 
their unanimous decisions they have 
just instituted a Joint Council, and 
they bave no need of another inter- 
national organization which would 
only be a source of delay. Neither as 
an advisory body, nor as an aid in 
diplomatic affairs, does tbe Tempt see 
any use for it. It further remarks 
that if an Interparliamentary Com- 
mission is to exist at all. it could not 
be composed merely of representa- 
tives of t wo of the national assemblies 
of the allied countries. Tbey all bave 
their obligations. It insists, and they 
therefore all have their rights, and to 
institute a consultative body, compos- 
ed merely of French and British re- 
presentatives, would be a violation of 
the latter.

— Dr. William 
Garnett has retired from his long ad- 
ministration of education in London, 
He was educated at the City of Lon- 
don School, the Royal School of 
Mines, and St. John's College, Cam- 
bridge. After being bracketed as 
tilth wrangler he became a Fellow of 
bis college, when he gave evidence of 
future skill as an administrator. Hia 
first teaching post was that of De- 
monstrator of Physics in tbe Caven- 
dish laboratory at Cambridge, where 
ho worked under Prof. James Clerk 
Maxwell, whose biography he after- 
wards wrote in collaboration with an- 
other. His next appointment was to 
tbe chair of mathematics, physics, and 
mechanics at the University College of 
Nottingham, his success in which led 
to his appointment of Professor of 
Mathematics and Principal of the 
Durham College of Science, Newcas- 
tle-upon-Tyne. After nine years' ser- 
rice in Newcastle, during which hiB 
success as a teacher was no less 
marked than was his influence on tbe 
social work of the college, he was 
called to London in 1893 to become 
secretary and educational adviser to 
the Technical Education Board. Here 
bis remarkable attainments and his 
wide experience of all forms of tech- 
nical education proved of tbe utmost 
service to the board.

Manchester, Eng.— The joint matric- 
ulation board of the northern univer- 
sities, constituted under the c^rtcra 
ot the Universities of Manchester. 
Leeds, Liverpool and Sheffield, f t- the 
purpose of regulating tbe conditions of 
entrance, has recently made its report 
for the year 1915. The board bas ex- 
amined a total of ZA'iO candidates dur- 
ing the year, aud ot these, r,«u passed 
in matriculation, out ot a total of 8S1 
candidates for admission. The per- 
centage of failures in this examination 
was between 50 and 60 per cent. 
There were 413 candidates for schol- 
arships, of whom 70 took papers quail, 
tying for matriculation, 36 with sue 
cess. During tbe year the board has 
made recommendations to local educa- 
tion authorities, Including those of 
Lancashire, Cheshire, tbe West and 
North Ridings, and 16 others, for the 
awards of 101 scholarships tenable at 
the universities represented by the 
board. It has also conducted scholar- 
ship examinations for each of these 
universities, and has held examina- 
tions for the award of bursarsblps ami 
exhibitions by county and borough 
authorities. Inspection of examina- 
tions was carried out on behalf of 43 
schools. 



London, England.— Sir George lloid, 
High Commissioner for Australia, re- 
cently distributed the awards at tbe 
first speech day of the County Sec- 
ondary School for Boys at Purlcy. Tbe 
I Cadet Corps of the school, under 
Lieut. Serjeant, eighty strong, paraded 
as a guurd of honor. A. S. Danlell, 
who presided, said the Surrey County 
Council regarded prizes of the ordi- 
nary kind as luxuries at the present 
time, and therefore all their awards 
were certificates. Sir George Itcid, 
in a short speech, mentioned that the 
only prize be took at school was one 
for general proficiency— after bis 
bowling and batting had won for his 
school an important match. They 
should turn their disappointments Into 
sources of progress.
